Residents of a central Edmon¬ 
ton neighbourhood will be sent 
more than 30 blocks away to cast 
their ballots on May 5. 

Elections Alberta has changed 
the election poll location for 
people in parts of Garneau from 
within the neighbourhood to 
a school that’s hve kilometres 
away and isn’t in the riding. 

Some are unimpressed. 

Victoria Jones said she didn’t 
believe the change when she 
hrst saw that she would have 


to vote at St. Martin Elementary 
school, which is at 51 Avenue 
and 113 Street. 

“I was talking to a neighbour 
and he said that has to be a mis¬ 
take. When I have two polhng 
stations within four blocks of 
me, it’s weird that I will be sent 
30 blocks away to a place that’s 
not even within the riding.” 

Jones said both Garneau Ele- 
mentaiy and the Knox Metropol¬ 
itan Gtiurch are being used as 
polling stations and would be 
much more convenient. 

Drew Westwater, with Elec¬ 
tions Alberta, said the added 
distance should not be a major 
hindrance to voting. 

“Nobody walks to polls any¬ 
more. Instead of driving a couple 
blocks, they will drive a few 
more blocks. I don’t see how that 
would impact voter turnout, to 
be honest,” he said. 

Westwater added the usual

polling station in the area wasn’t 
available and Elections Alberta 
didn’t have a lot of choices. 

“We have to hnd 6,000 poll¬ 
ing stations in hve days when 
the election is called. Mdien our 
first choice doesn’t come up, the 
second thing that comes up, we 
allocate to that.” 

But Jones said Westwater is 
wrong about driving to the polls. 

“We have a high concentra¬ 
tion of students and they don’t 
drive,” she said. “The turnout is 
going to be terrible, and Elec¬ 
tions Alberta should be encour¬ 
aging turnout.”

How about shopping for a 
house or condo using 3D 
views of every angle of a 
home? 

A new NAIT grad has par¬ 
layed a class project into a 
company that does just that 
— an Alberta first — and real¬ 
tors and homebuilders are 
taking notice. 

“There are about 10,000 
realtors and 19,000 listings in 
Alberta, so any way you can 
differentiate yourself from 
the competition is a plus,” 
said Jesse Tutt, a Red Deer na¬ 
tive who finished an online 
degree at NAIT, one course at 
a time, while he worked full 
time in the field. 

Launching the company, 3D 
Scan Experts, with personal 
savings, Tutt and a few staff¬ 
ers in Edmonton, Calgary and 
Red Deer use 3D models of 
the interiors of houses, con¬ 
dos and commercial buildings 
to allow a client to virtually 
“walk” through a property 
or zoom out for an overhead 
“dollhouse” view. 


“It saves time for buyers, 
who don’t have to drive to five 
or 10 houses in an evening,” 
said Tutt. “I have one client 
who is marketing a multi- 
million-dollar property inter¬ 


nationally using the 3D scan.” 

Realtor Ryan Boser said lit¬ 
tle things make a home stand 
out in a buyers mind, like the 
smell of bakin or curb appeal. 
“Every bit helps when you’re 


seeing so many properties,” 
he said. 

“I hope that ultimately, my 
company will help change the 
game — to market properties 
in different ways,” Tutt said.

City council greenlights

Edmonton city councillors 
have passed a plan to reduce 
the city's carbon footprint by 
35 per cent by 2035.

Man dies after being

Investigation launched after 
trench collapses on worker 

Fire rescue crews pulled the 
body of a 55-year-old Ed¬ 
monton man from a trench 
Wednesday morning, after 
he was buried alive by clay 
and mud at a west Edmon¬ 
ton construction site. 

Fire and Rescue Services 
were called to the scene 
near 123 Street and 107 Av¬ 
enue Tuesday at around 
5 p.m., when the 12-foot 
trench the man was working 
in collapsed on top of him. 

According to Occupation¬ 
al Health and Safety, the man 
worked for the Bissell Centre 
Temporary Labour Agency 
and had been contracted by 
Sahib Contracting to dig the 
trench for Haya Homes. 

Occupational Health and 
Safety has now started their 
investigation, which can take 
up to two years to complete, 
said spokesman Brookes

Auctions 
enjoy slow 
economy 

If auctions are brisk in good 
times and better in bad times, 
then it’s the best of times for 
Ritchie Bros. Auctioneers, now 
in the midst of the largest-ever 
auction in Canada and set to 
break its own sales record.

On the eve of the provincial 
election, the Edmonton mom 
of two has taken her crusade 
online, launching a petition 
to lobby against the province’s 
recent budget rollbacks. 

On Tuesday, Edmonton pub¬ 
lic-school trustees approved a 
grim update to their annual 
budget that included a $15-niil- 
lion shortfall for new enrol¬ 
ment, along with cuts of ap¬ 
proximately $28 million to 
programming. 

Jones said she’s seen first-

hand the effect of funding roll¬ 
backs at her own children’s 
school, Brander Gardens. 

“We have a veiy diverse popu¬ 
lation of students at our school,” 
said Jones. “It’s veiy diverse in 
terms of the needs of our stu¬ 
dents, and I don’t think that’s 
being recognized fully by the 


government.” 

While Jones expects trouble 
ahead for her neighbourhood, 
she said they aren’t alone. 

“The entire south side of Ed¬ 
monton is over capacity in our 
schools, and I think we’re start¬ 
ing to feel the pinch now with 
classroom sizes increasing to the 


point of kindergarten (classes) 
with 30-plus students,” she said. 

South Edmonton public- 
school trustee Nathan Ip said 
he’s hearing from more and 
more parents concerned about 
what funding cuts mean to their 
children’s education. 

“I think classes, particularly 
in the southwest, have always 
been an issue. I think what’s 
different now is there is a palp¬ 
able sense of tension and call 
to action I haven’t experienced 
before,” he said.

The recently unveiled federal 
budget includes $1 billion a 
year for transit projects by 
2019. While a significant in¬ 
vestment, the funding requires 
the provincial and munici¬ 
pal government to commit 
money for cities to build ac¬ 
tual transit. 

Mayor Don Iveson said in 
a speech to the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce on 
Monday that he would like to 
know where provincial parties 
stand on this issue. 

If Edmonton or Calgary 
were to apply for funding from 
the federal program, could 
they count on a matching in¬ 
vestment from a provincial 
government? 

We asked each party (that got 
back to us): 



NDP Leader 
Rachel Notley 

“We welcome greater fed¬ 
eral funding for transit and 
would make every effort to 
move to matching funds fol¬ 
lowing negotiations with the 
city and the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

“We have committed to 
expanded provincial fund¬ 
ing for transit in our elec¬ 
tion platform so the part¬ 
nership involving the three 
levels of governments would 
be important and welcome 
progress.” 



Liberal Leader 
David Swann 

“Absolutely. Alberta Liberals 
would earmark 50 per cent of a 
reformed carbon levy, based on 
volume not intensity, to go to¬ 
wards a municipal transportation 
fund. Phased in over four years, 
it is estimated that in Year 4, it 
wiU generate roughly $900 mil- 
hon annually for the municipal 
transportation fund, of which 
one-third would go to the city 
of Calgaiy, one-third would go to 
metro Edmonton, and one-third 
to smaller towns and municipal¬ 
ities. That’s $300 million a year 
for LRT funding every year for 
each big city or three kilometres 
of LRT track per year. 



PC Leader 
Jim Prentice 

“We have been major fund¬ 
ers of city transit and LRT in 
particular, through infrastruc¬ 
ture grants and GreenTrip. 
This includes ongoing fund¬ 
ing in this budget. We will 
be working with the cities 
on how these programs will 
evolve in the coming years. 
Urban transit will be a major 
part of our future discussions 
given their importance to our 
growing cities. Ensuring that 
we keep progress with the 
new federal program will be 
part of our ongoing discus¬ 
sions.”

“Wildrose isn’t just offer¬ 
ing standard lines about part¬ 
nering with municipalities. 
Wildrose has committed to 
increased, no-strings attached 
funds, so municipalities can 
be leaders in securing the pri¬ 
orities of their communities. 

“Between the additional 
funding Edmonton will get 
from MSI and the Regional 
Infrastructure Fund, we are 
confident Edmonton will 
have the funds it needs to 
take part in this federal pro¬ 
gram.” 


O BACKGROUND 

West-end LRT dependent 
on several factors 

If all goes well with prov¬ 
incial and federal dollar 
commitments for the west 
end portion of the Valley 
Line LRT, the city could see 
construction starting on the 
$1.5 billion project by 2020 
at the earliest, says one city 
official. 

Several factors, like com¬ 
mitment from other levels 
of government and finding 
funds locally, are major hur¬ 
dles for when shovels can 
hit the ground for the west 
end LRT. 

"We need to know that 
the 2017 provincial budget 
would say, 'Here's money 
in place and it's going to 
be ongoing from this point 
on,"' said Coun. Andrew 
Knack. 

If money is in place, city 
officials say construction 
could only happen after 
council has given it a green 
light. "Following approval 
from city council, it would 
take roughly two years be¬ 
fore we could start con¬ 
struction on the west leg of 
the Valley Line," said Wayne 
Mandryk, with the city's 
transit department.

As part of the Northeast Anthony Henday Drive project, the 17 Street/Sherwood Park 
Freeway interchange is being reconstructed to a full diamond interchange, with two 
new bridges replacing the existing bridge. These improvements will enhance safety and 
capacity in preparation for increased traffic expected when the Edmonton Ring Road is 
completed in fall 2016.

Brian Jean knows well the chal¬ 
lenge in front of him as he at¬ 
tempts to lead the Wildrose into 
government. 

“Who the heck is Brian Jean?” 
the Wildrose leader jokes most 
people ask themselves when 
they hear his name. 

Selected as leader just weeks 
before the election got under¬ 
way, Jean has had to introduce 


himself to Albertans and his 
party, while simultaneously 
tiying to get their votes. 

Jean, one of 11 sibhngs, grew 
up in Fort McMurray and said 
he beheves he has managed to 
introduce himself to people dur¬ 
ing this campaign. 

“1 am very proud to be from 
Alberta. 1 am very proud to be 
one of the guys and just a nor¬ 
mal guy from Alberta,” he said. 

Before becoming an MP in 
2004, Jean was a business owner 
and a lawyer in Fort McMurray. 


In 2005, he voted against same- 
sex marriage, speaking instead 
in favour of Canada recogniz¬ 
ing civil unions. Jean said he 
has changed his mind about the 
issue since. 

“My thinking has evolved and 
1 think most Canadians’ thinking 
has evolved,” he said. 

He also emphasized his party 
isn’t interested in these debates. 

“Those things that divide 
Albertans are not things we 
are going to bring forward to 
legislate on.”

Prentice: Lall 
'not acceptable’

Progressive Conservative Lead¬ 
er Jim Prentice defended a can¬ 
didate previously convicted of 
soliciting a prostitute while on 
a government trip as his party 
faced continued questions about 
the disqualification of another 
over an eight-year-old restraining 
order. 

Prentice told News Talk 770 
in Calgary that Mike Allen, the 
party’s incumbent MIA and can¬ 
didate in Fort McMurray-Wood 
Buffalo, has “fulfilled his respon- 
sibihties to society” and owned 
up immediately to what he did. 
Allen was caught and charged 
during a 2013 undercover sting 


operation in Minnesota. 

The case is unhke that of Ja¬ 
mie LaU, Prentice said, as he and 
party executives claim Lall didn’t 
come clean about a restraining 
order obtained against him by 
an ex-girlfriend in 2007. 

“(The restraining order) alone, 
from my perspective, means that 
he’s not acceptable as a candidate 
for my pohtical party, clearly,” 
Prentice told the show’s hosts. 
“The second reason is that he was 
not forthright with the nomina¬ 
tion committee who interviewed 
him about that. Two strikes.” 

Lall, however, has disputed the 
party claims and on Tuesday sup- 
phed an email that indicates he 
offered the phone number of the 
woman who obtained the order 
to a party private investigator. 

Lall said the woman is now 
his “biggest supporter” and she 
has told reporters they are “dip¬ 
lomatically civil.” 

Support grew behind Lall 
on Wednesday, as former cam¬ 
paign manager Pat Walsh said 
the party was made aware of 
the restraining order prior to 


fall’s run in Calgaiy-Buffalo in 
2012. Walsh conceded he has no 
proof of conversations with party 
brass about the order, but said 
he would swear to such claims 
in court if and when matters 
proceed there. 

“I will defend Jamie on this 
until the end of time,” he said. 

Lall supporters have alleged 
the party dug up dirt on him to 
run him out of the nomination 
race in Chestermere-Rocky View 
and, in turn, acclaim Wildrose 
defector Bruce McAUister. 

Walsh, meanwhile, revealed 
that Lall didn’t disclose a separ¬ 
ate incident involving charges 
against him in 2009 after he al¬ 
legedly made harassing phone 
calls to a young woman. Walsh 
said he was “upset” about that, 
but noted Lall was granted a con¬ 
ditional discharge and wasn’t 
sure if it would have changed his 
mind to manage his campaign. 

“There’s no criminal record 
here in all these things, there’s 
no record of it,” he said. “Jamie 
doesn’t even have a mugshot.”

Classroom competition would 
be boosted by returning to 
percentage grades in middle 
school, says the leader of the 
Wildrose, but fellow provin¬ 
cial election frontrunners be¬ 
lieve decisions on assessment 
are best left to educators. 

The opposition Wildrose, 


which some recent polls have 
put in a surprising lead pos¬ 
ition over the Progressive 
Conservatives, have pledged 
to develop a consistent grad¬ 
ing scheme for Grades 5 to 
12 and to support teachers 
who dole out zero grades for 
incomplete work. 

“I’ve found myself, in my 
own life, I perform better 
when 1 understand what I’m 
going to receive as a grade at 
the end of the day and to com¬ 


pete against other students,” 
said party leader Brian Jean, 
who’s taught quantitative 
methods and business law at 
the university level. 

“That’s really what it is, a 
competition among the other 
students in the class and the 
teacher picks the best stu¬ 
dent and assigns a particu¬ 
lar grade.” 

Currently, grading schemes 
appear to vary among school 
boards. 


In Edmonton, the city’s 
Catholic board grades stu¬ 
dents in Kindergarten to 
Grade 6 through an achieve¬ 
ment system, while students 
in Grades 7 to 12 receive 
percentage grades. Edmon¬ 
ton public allows schools to 
choose how students are grad¬ 
ed, whether they receive a let¬ 
ter, percent or achievement 
marks, up to Grade 9.

Hosts and guests who use the 
popular accommodations web¬ 
site, Airbnb, to make or save 
money in lieu of hotels in Ed¬ 
monton don’t have to woriy — 
yet — about potential user fees 
or taxes. But some officials say 
it’s a “serious issue” that none¬ 
theless needs to be enforced. 

“It needs to be addressed 
... because there are certain 
aspects of how Airbnb oper¬ 
ates that should be under the 
microscope of the government 
to ensure more fair competition 
with the rest of the accom¬ 
modation sector,” said Dave 
Kaiser, president and GEO of 
the Alberta Hotel and Lodging 
Association. 

Kaiser said Airbnb is con¬ 
cerning because there is a 
lack of accountability when it 
comes to issues hke fire safety. 
Further, the fees associated 
with hosting that the rest of 
the hotel and motel industiy 
must pay are not collected from 
Airbnb hosts. 


Grackdowns are becoming 
increasingly common. In Au¬ 
gust, the Town of Banff began 
scouring websites looking for 
people illegally renting their 
home or room because of the 
negative effect it was having 
on hotels and other accom¬ 
modations there. And just this 
week, the Quebec government 
announced it is eyeing tougher 
enforcement, with an accom¬ 
modation tax and a fee for Air¬ 
bnb hosts, as well as a user fee, 
all floated by the province’s 
tourism officials. 

If the bill is passed, Quebec 
would be the first Ganadian 
province to crack down on the 
accommodation website. San 
Francisco has also attempted 
to get more detailed informa¬ 
tion from hosts and ensuring 
hotel taxes are paid. 

Edmonton officials say Air¬ 
bnb is hard to investigate due 
to the large volume of general 
housing complaints that the 
city already receives. 

“Right now, we’re not going 
to pursue active enforcement,” 
said Gail Hickmore, general 
supervisor for development and 
zoning services with the city. 

Alberta government officials 
wouldn’t comment Wednesday 
on what they say is a “policy 
issue,” due to the upcoming 
election.

Some got to go to an NHL game. 
Others got free coffee. Still 
more got maple syrup — or 
those most coveted gifts of all: 
pens, mugs and key chains. 

The response that Citizen¬ 
ship and Immigration Can¬ 
ada provided to an inquiry 
by Toronto Liberal MP Adam 
Vaughan show the types of gifts 
handed out to newly minted 
Canadian citizens at their oath¬ 
taking ceremonies vary widely 
across the country. 

“It’s like the lotteiy. If your 
citizenship comes up during 
the hockey season, you might 
get free tickets. If it comes up 
in the summer, you might just 
get packed into a church base¬ 


ment. There doesn’t seem to 
be any rhyme or reason to the 
largesse,” Vaughan said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Vaughan told Torstar News 
Service that his query stemmed 
from his staff attending a cit¬ 
izenship ceremony held at the 
Air Canada Centre last year and 
noticing the new Canadians 
were receiving Maple Leafs 
jerseys and tickets to the game 
along with their right to get a 
passport and vote. 

“ft just seemed odd that it 
suddenly had this sort of gift- 
bag component to it — that the 
ceremony itself wasn’t signifi¬ 
cant enough,” said Vaughan. 

“There are a lot of Tim Hor¬ 
tons (gift cards) and maple syr¬ 
up,” he said. 

The response also included 
a list of third-party sponsors 
as well as locations outside 
government facilities where 
citizenship ceremonies took 
place, including many schools.

“It’s a citizenship ceremony, 
and I think it should be a fairly 
solemn and momentous occa¬ 
sion in someone’s life, ft just 
seems strange that it has been 
reduced to a sort of photo op, a 
product-placement opportun¬ 
ity,” said Vaughan. 


Vaughan said he found it es¬ 
pecially odd given the Conserv¬ 
ative government has spoken 
about the importance of the 
moment when defending its 
decision to ban the wearing of 
the face-covering niqab while 
swearing the citizenship oath. 

“You can’t show your cul¬ 
ture, but corporate culture can 
be rained down upon you. It’s a 


veiy ambiguous set of messages 
that are sent,” Vaughan said. 

A spokesman for Citizen¬ 
ship and Immigration Minis¬ 
ter Chris Alexander did not 
grant an interview to Torstar 
on Wednesday but emailed a 
statement saying the govern¬ 
ment wants to make ceremon¬ 
ies memorable.

Canadians 
flown out 
of Nepal 

An RCAF plane canying approxi¬ 
mately 100 people who survived 
a massive earthquake in Nepal 
arrived in New Delhi late Wed¬ 
nesday, the Canadian govern¬ 
ment said. 

On board the C-17 transport 
were both Canadians and people 
from other countries, while an 
additional 70 Canadians have 
since left Nepal on commercial 
flights. Foreign Affairs Minister 
Rob Nicholson said in a state¬ 
ment. The plane arrived in Kath¬ 
mandu, the Nepalese capital, 
early Wednesday morning, cany¬ 
ing elements of the government’s 
Disaster Assistance Response 
Team to assist in the crisis. 

A second C-17 is also on the 
way, canying 51 Canadian Forces 
members and supplies to be used 
by the response team in the after- 
math of last weekend’s quake. 

The plane will then be used 
to get more people out of the 
country, the government says. 

In 2013, more than 12,000 
Canadians visited Nepal, ac¬ 
cording to that country’s tour¬ 
ism agency, most for holidays 
or mountaineering expeditions.

Federal prisons are not the hot¬ 
beds of radical extremism some 
make them out to be, according 
to research by the Correctional 
Service of Canada. 

And compared to other in¬ 
mates, radicalized offenders are 
more hkely to have moderate- 
to-high potential for rejoining 
society. 

The preliminary findings 
emerge from an ongoing, multi¬ 
year collaboration between the 
prison service and Defence Re¬ 
search and Development Can¬ 
ada aimed at developing a solid 
basis to assess and manage jailed 
extremists. 

The Canadian Press used the 
Access to Information Act to ob¬ 
tain a 2014 summaiy of a series 
of academic studies undertaken 
by the Correctional Service’s re¬ 
search branch. Internal notes sug¬ 
gest the presentation. Radicalized 
Offenders, was prepared for the 
deputy ministers’ committee on 


national security. 

“Though concern over the 
spread of violent ideologies has 
been expressed, this concern is 
supported by limited qualita¬ 
tive, anecdotal evidence,” says 
the presentation. 

“Researchers have concluded 


that many of those who adopt 
extremist Islamist ideologies dur¬ 
ing incarceration often disregard 
these behefs upon release.” 

However, the presentation 
adds, there is a need for a greater 
understanding of just how sus¬ 
ceptible inmates are to being 


radicalized behind bars. 

One of the gunmen in the 
bloody attack on Paris-based sa¬ 
tirical magazine Charlie Hebdo 
last January had come under 
the sway of a convicted terror¬ 
ist while in prison — the sort 
of incident that has fuelled 


concern about the spread of 
radical ideas in jail. 

As of this month, there were 
19 offenders in Canadian federal 
prisons who had at least one af¬ 
filiation vrith an extremist or ter¬ 
rorist organization, including ra¬ 
cial extremists, the Correctional

Correctional Service says. 


Service says. Of these, nine had 
been convicted of at least one 
terrorism-related offence. 

Researchers formd that com¬ 
pared to other inmates, radical¬ 
ized offenders are less hkely to 
be Canadian citizens and more 
likely to belong to a visible minor¬ 
ity group. They are also younger, 
better educated, more likely to 
have a histoiy of stable employ¬ 
ment and less likely to have had 
previous tangles with the crim¬ 
inal justice system. Radicalized 
offenders also have fewer mental 
health issues and problems with 
substance abuse. 

Overall, they are more hkely 
“to be assessed as having moder¬ 
ate-high reintegration potential,” 
the presentation says.

Provisions will 
last despite lost 
food, elothes, 
water shipment 

A Russian supply capsule that 
went into an uncontrollable 
spin after launch was declared 
a total loss Wednesday, but 
astronauts at the International 
Space Station said they will 
get by without the delivery of 
fresh food, water, clothes and 
equipment. 

“We should be OK,” NASA 
astronaut Scott Kelly assured 
The Associated Press. “I think 
we’re going to be in good 
shape.” 

Kelly and Russian Mikhail 
Kornienko, the space station’s 
one-year crew members, said 
during an interview that flight 
controllers had given up trying 
to command the cargo carrier. 
NASA and the Russian Space 
Agency later confirmed the 
news. 

The unmanned Progress 
vessel, bearing three tons of 
goods, began tumbling when 
it reached orbit Tuesday, after 


it launched from Kazakhstan. 

The head of Roscosmos, 
Russia’s space agency, Igor 
Komarov, cited a lack of pres¬ 
sure in the main block of the 
propulsion system in the de¬ 
cision to abort the mission. 

Kelly said the craft will fall 
out of orbit and re-enter the 
atmosphere. Russian reports 
indicated a re-entry possibly 


next week. The capsule is ex¬ 
pected to burn up harmlessly 
in the atmosphere, as is the 
case for all Progress carriers, 
once they have delivered their 
shipments and are filled with 
trash. 

Six people currently live on 
the space station: two Amer¬ 
icans, one Italian and three 
Russians, the associated press 


MESSENGER 

Probe’s trip to end with a bang 


NASA’s Mercury-orbiting 
spacecraft. Messenger, is go¬ 
ing out with a bang this week, 
adding a hefty crater to the 
little planet closest to the sun. 

The first spacecraft to cir¬ 
cle Mercury, Messenger is ex¬ 
pected to slip out of orbit and 
slam into Mercury on Thurs¬ 
day following a successful 
four-year tour of the rocky 
planet. 


The spacecraft will be trav¬ 
elling 14,081 km/h when it 
hits, fast enough to carve out 
a crater 16 metres wide. 

The spacecraft itself stretch¬ 
es 3 metres solar wingtip to 
wingtip. 

Messenger has run out of 
fuel, but ground controllers 
managed in recent weeks to 
eke out some extra life, rais¬ 
ing its orbit by dipping into 


helium gas reserves not origin¬ 
ally intended for use as fuel. 

But now that’s all gone and 
Messenger is at the mercy of 
gravity. 

“I guess the end is coming,” 
the Messenger team said via 
Twitter earlier this week. 
“After 10 years, spacecraft 
will end life as just another 
crater on Mercury’s surface.”

Rescued girls need 
psychological care 


Some of the nearly 300 girls 
and women freed by Nigeria’s 
militaiy from the forest strong¬ 
hold of Boko Haram were so 
transformed by their captivity 
that they opened fire on their 
rescuers, and experts said Wed¬ 
nesday they would need inten¬ 
sive psychological treatment. 

The military was flying in 
medical and intelligence teams 
to evaluate the former captives, 
many of whom were severely 
traumatized, said army spokes¬ 
man Col. Sani Usman. 

He said earlier that none of 
the schoolgirls kidnapped from 


the northeastern town of Chibok 
a year ago appeared to be among 
the 200 girls and 93 women res¬ 
cued Tuesday. But on Wednesday 
he said further screening was 
needed before their identities 
could be determined. 

A counsellor who has treated 
other women freed from Boko 
Haram said some had become 
indoctrinated into believing 
the group’s Islamic extremist 
ideology, while others had es¬ 
tablished strong emotional at¬ 
tachments to militants they had 
been forced to marry.

Long lines for 
buses out of 
Kathmandu 

The first supplies of food aid 
began reaching remote, earth¬ 
quake-shattered mountain vil¬ 
lages in Nepal on Wednesday, 
while thousands clamoured to 
board buses out of Kathmandu, 
either to check on rural rela¬ 
tives or for fear of spending yet 
another night in the damaged 
capital. 

Frustration over the slow de- 
liveiy of aid boiled over in a 
protest in the city, with about 
200 people facing off with police 
and blocking traffic. 

The protest was compara¬ 
tively small, and no demon¬ 
strators were detained. But it 
reflected growing anger over 
bottlenecks that delayed much- 
needed relief four days after the 
powerful earthquake that killed 
more than 5,000 people, injured 


twice that many and left tens 
of thousands homeless. Police, 
meanwhile, arrested dozens of 
people on suspicion of looting 
or causing panic by spreading 
rumours of another big quake. 

Helicopters finally brought 
food, temporary shelter and 
other aid to hamlets north of 
Kathmandu in the mountain¬ 
ous Gorkha District near the 
epicentre of Saturday’s 7.8-mag¬ 
nitude quake. Entire clusters of 
homes there were reduced to 
piles of stone and splintered 
wood. Women greeted the de¬ 
livery with repeated cries of “We 
are hungry!” 

While tire death toll in the vil¬ 
lage of Gumda was low — five 
people were killed and 20 were 
injured among 1,300 residents 
— most had lost their homes 
and desperately needed tem¬ 
porary shelter. Adding to resi¬ 
dents’ misery was the rain that 
has fallen periodically since the 
quake and hampered helicopter 
aid flights. 

The UN World Food Program 


warned that it will take time for 
food and other supplies to reach 
more remote communities that 
have been cut off by landslides. 

“More helicopters, more per¬ 
sonnel and certainly more re¬ 


lief supplies, including medical 
teams, shelter, tents, water and 
sanitation and food, are obvious¬ 
ly needed,” said the program’s 
Geoff Pinnock.

Australia recalls ambassador 
as Indonesia executes convicts 


When police spotted Freddie 
Gray and he took off running 
through his Baltimore neighbour¬ 
hood, officers made a split-second 
decision to give chase, setting in 
motion his death in custody and 
rioting in the streets. 

Fleeing from police is not, by 
itself, illegal in America, and the 
U.S. Supreme Gourt has made 
it clear that in safe neighbour¬ 
hoods, people not suspected of 
criminal activity can ignore a 
police officer who approaches 


them, even to the point of walk¬ 
ing away. But courts have set 
a different standard for places 
where street crime is common, 
ruling that police can chase, stop 
and frisk people if their loca¬ 
tion contributes to a suspicion 
of criminal activity. This double 
standard is having a major im¬ 
pact as more black men die in 
encounters with police around 
the countiy. 

“Folks who are goiug to be the 
most iutimidated or scared of the 


police are the same people in 
places where the Supreme Court 
has said, ‘If you run from police, 
that’s suspicion,”’ said Ezekiel 
Edwards, director of the Crim¬ 
inal Law Reform Project at the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

Edwards is among the legal 
experts who say unprovoked 
flight shouldn’t justify a chase: 
“If you can walk away, you can 
mn away. It shouldn’t matter the 
speed at which you move away.” 
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Australia said it would with¬ 
draw its ambassador to Indo¬ 
nesia after two Australians 
were among eight drug traf¬ 
fickers executed by the South¬ 
east Asian country on Wed¬ 
nesday, but it was wary of 
escalating hostilities with its 
neighbour despite a public 
outcry. 

The executions by firing 
squad of the eight men — two 
Australians, four Nigerians, 
a Brazilian and an Indones¬ 


ian — attracted international 
condemnation and intense 
Australian media coverage. 

The UN Office of the High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights said given that Indo¬ 
nesia has asked for clemency 
for its own nationals facing 
execution in other countries, 
“it is incomprehensible why 
it absolutely refuses to grant 
clemency for lesser crimes on 
its own territory.” 

But there was unexpected 


joy in the Philippines, where 
the government won an 11th- 
hour stay of execution for a 
Filipina woman also on death 
row on a drug conviction. 

Australian Prime Minister 
Tony Abbott reacted swiftly, 
announcing that Ambassa¬ 
dor Paul Grigson would be 
recalled this week even be¬ 
fore the executions of M3mran 
Sukumaran, 33, and Andrew 
Chan, 31, were officially con¬ 
firmed.

Obama cuts back 
on deportations 


ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION 

Authorities 
to focus on 
those who pose 
security threat 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
has failed to live up to a cam¬ 
paign promise to push through 
immigration legislation, but he 
has met a post-election pledge 
to slow deportations with or 
without approval from Congress. 

Since October, the Homeland 
Security Department has sent 
home the fewest illegal immi¬ 
grants since Obama took office 
in 2009, according to internal 
government data obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

In fact, with 127,000 removals 
through the first six months of 
the government’s fiscal year that 
started in October, the admin¬ 
istration is on track to remove 
the fewest immigrants since 
the middle of former president 
George W. Bush’s second term 
in 2006. 


Beginning shortly before his 
re-election in 2012, Obama has 
taken a series of steps to slow 
deportations, including creating 
a program to allow some young 
immigrants to work in the coun¬ 
try for up to two years at a time. 

His effort to shield more than 
4 milhon immigrants from de¬ 
portation by expanding that pro¬ 
tection program to the parents 
of U.S. citizens and legal perma¬ 
nent residents is on hold after a 
federal judge in Texas blocked 
its start. 

But the legal wrangling and 
an ongoing standoff with con¬ 
gressional Republicans hasn’t 
stopped the slowdown. 

In 2012, Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement (ICE) sent 
home a record of more than 
409,000 immigrants, but since 
then the agency’s work has 
steadily slowed. 

The latest figures, contained 
in weekly internal reports not 
publicly reported, show that 
ICE sent home an average of 
about 19,730 people a month 
for the first six months of the 
budget year.

If that trend continues, the 
government will remove about 
236,000 by September — the 
lowest figure since 2006, when 
207,776 people were sent home. 

As the leg^ fight over Obama’s 
latest executive action continues. 
Homeland Security Secretay Jeh 
Johnson has directed immigra¬ 
tion authorities to focus on find¬ 
ing and deporting immigrants 
who pose a national-security or 
pubhc-safety threat, those who 
have serious criminal records 
and those who have recently 
crossed the Mexican border. 

Roughly 11 million immi¬ 
grants are thought to be hving 
in the county illegally.

Pope Francis added his voice 
Wednesday to the femin¬ 
ist anthem of equal pay for 
equal work, saying it’s “pure 
scandal” that women earn 
less than men for doing the 
same job. 

Francis also lambasted 
the attitude of those who 
blame the crisis in families 
on women getting out of the 
house to work. He said such 
attitudes are a form of “ma¬ 
chismo” that shows how men 
“want to dominate women.” 

Francis made the comments 
during his Wednesday gen¬ 
eral audience, which he has 
been devoting to different as¬ 
pects of family life before a 
big meeting on family issues 
in October. 

Francis said the “radical 
equality” that Christianity 
proposes between husband 
and wife must bear new fruit. 

“We should support with 
decisiveness the right to equal 
pay for equal work,” he said. 
“V^y is it a given that women 
must earn less than men? No! 
They have the same rights. 
The disparity is pure scandal.” 

Francis has spoken out fre¬ 
quently about how the Cath¬ 
olic Church in general must 
give greater value to the “fem¬ 
inine genius” and has called 
for women to take on greater 
decision-making roles in the 
church, though he has ruled 
out women’s ordination or 


having women head Vatican 
congregations. 

Only about 18 per cent 
of Holy See employees are 
women, up from 17 per cent 
four years ago. Currently, only 
two women hold the rank of 
undersecretary in a Vatican 
department. 

While speaking out about 
the need for a greater role 
for women in the church, the 
78-year-old Argentine Jesuit 


has raised eyebrows with 
some seemingly tone-deaf 
comments. He has said Eur¬ 
ope in many places resembles 


an “infertile” grandmother. 
He has urged nuns not to be 
“old maids.” And he once wel¬ 
comed new female members 


of the church’s most presti¬ 
gious theological commissions 
as “strawberries on the cake.” 

On Wednesday, he came 
to women’s defence. He took 
the biblical Adam to task for 
having blamed Eve for hav¬ 
ing given him the forbid¬ 
den apple. “It’s always the 
women’s fault,” Francis said 
sarcastically. “Poor woman! We 
must defend women!”

MCMASTER UNIVERSITY 

Female 
faculty 
getting 
pay bump 

Female faculty at McMaster 
University will be getting a 
raise after a two-year study 
showed differences in salary 
between the sexes at the Ham¬ 
ilton school. 

The analysis found that fe¬ 
male faculty members earned, 
on average, $3,515 less than 
their male counterparts in 
2012 and 2013 — even after 
adjustments were made based 
on seniority, tenure, faculty 
and age. 

“We should have been ad¬ 
dressing this, but the issue 
has come to the fore, we’ve 
addressed it, done the analy¬ 
sis and are making the adjust¬ 
ment,” said David Wilkinson, 
the university’s provost and 
academic vice president. 

The pay adjustment will be 
made on July 1. 

Wilkinson said the study 
ran in parallel to an analy¬ 
sis by faculty member Char¬ 
lotte Yates who released a re¬ 
port last year that focused on 
non-salary issues related to 
women’s advancement and 
inclusion at the school. 

“That will stand us in good 
stead in terms of recruiting 
better female faculty for the 
university and finding better 
ways to support them when 
they’re here,” Wilkinson said. 

The report also recom¬ 
mended updating the harass¬ 
ment policy, ensuring equit¬ 
able hiring practices, and 
leadership opportunities for 
women.

Beer company sorry for Bud Light slogan 



Bud Light's owners have 
apologized for a controver¬

Bud Light should have kept the 
word “No” handy in this case. 

Anheuser-Busch is apologiz¬ 
ing for ad copy that appeared on 
bottles saying Bud Light removes 
the word “no” from drinkers’ 
vocabulaiy. 

Photos of the bottles went viral 
on social media Tuesday with 
widespread complaints about 


the slogan, at a time of national 
debate about college rape. 

“The perfect beer for remov¬ 
ing ‘no’ from your vocabulary for 
the night,” the copy read in full. 

The response on social media 
ranged from crude jokes to criti¬ 
cism that the slogan is part of 
a culture that tacitly condones 
sexual assault. 


The slogan is part of the brew¬ 
er’s two-year-old “Up for What¬ 
ever” campaign. The company 
says there are waves of the bottle- 
message campaign that includes 
more than 140 different messa¬ 
ges — with new ones released 
eveiy few months — intended 
to “encourage brand engage¬ 
ment.” They said this particular 


one missed the mark, and the 
company regrets it. 

Other messages on bottles 
include: “The perfect beer for 
dropping eveiything and going 
to Paris, even if it’s the one in 
Texas” and “The perfect beer 
for being that guy people know 
when they say they ‘know a guy.’” 
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One does not need to be a 
particularly astute parlia¬ 
mentary observer to no¬ 
tice the spring in the step 
of Stephen Harper’s MPs 
these days. 

In the wake of a federal 
budget that they believe 
will secure the continued 
allegiance of the voters 
that gave the party a ma¬ 
jority four years ago, the 
ruling Conservatives are 
oozing renewed confidence 
in their re-election pros¬ 
pects. 

By the same token, they 
seem to be taking in stride 
the unexpected turn of the 
Alberta election campaign 
and the possible demise of 
that province’s Conserva¬ 
tive dynasty. 

It is not that the latest 
illustration of the time- 
tested notion that the 
electorate can undo the 
best-laid plans of over¬ 
confident politicians is not 
giving some government 
MPs pause. 

Nor are Harper’s Con¬ 
servatives in collective 
denial over the possibility 
that the NDP could make a 
historical breakthrough in 
their party’s heartland. 

But federal Conserva¬ 
tive discomfort over the 
Alberta campaign is offset 
by the fact that — regard¬ 
less of the outcome of next 


week’s vote — the dynam¬ 
ics that have turned the 
election into a three-way 
battle between the Wil- 
drose, the NDPs and the 
Tories are not about to be 
replicated on the federal 
scene next fall. 

What has propelled the 
Alberta New Democrats to 
a competitive position is a 
split on the right between 
two warring conservative 
factions, combined with 
the fact that NDP Leader 
Rachel Notley decisively 
dominates her non-con¬ 
servative competition. 

If the recipe sounds fam¬ 
iliar, it is a variation on the 
formula that led to Jean 
Chretien’s three successive 
majority victories. The key 
ingredients at the federal 
level were the Reform/Tory 
schism and a federal NDP 
on its knees after a bruis¬ 
ing experience in power in 
Ontario. 

These days the shoe is on 
the other foot, with three 
national parties fighting 
for the territory to the left 
of a united Conservative 
party. 

A fractured right in Al¬ 
berta might not bode well 
for that unity when the 
time comes to choose a 
successor to Harper, but it 
is not a major impediment 
to the more immediate 
task of winning a fourth 
mandate. 

Regardless of the on¬ 
going tensions within the 
Conservative movement, 
the prime minister can rea¬ 


sonably expect all hands in 
Alberta to be on deck for 
his own re-election cam¬ 
paign next fall. 

In another contrast with 
Alberta, the federal Liber¬ 
als and New Democrats 
have in Justin Trudeau and 
Thomas Mulcair leaders 
with distinct but undeni¬ 
able skills. That will make 
it hard for one party to 
crush the other on the way 
to uniting non-conservative 
voters against Harper in 
the fall. 

If the recipe 
sounds familiar, 
it's a variation on 
the formula that 
led to Chretien's 
three successive 
majority victories. 


If anything, the cam¬ 
paign developments in 
Alberta make that federal 
scenario even less likely. 

The emergence of the 
NDP as a serious contender 
for government in Alberta 
reinforces Mulcair’s hand 
at a crucial time in the pre¬ 
election calendar. 

The Liberal strategy for 
the fall election is in no 
small part predicated on 
driving home the argu¬ 
ment that only Trudeau 
has a fighting chance to 
beat Harper. With polls 
reporting a softening in 
Liberal support nationally.

The Alberta develop¬ 
ments compound that 
hit. They go some way to 
counter the narrative that 
there is simply not a critic¬ 
al mass of voters outside 
Quebec willing to consider 
the NDP as a credible gov¬ 
erning option. 

There are some Conserv¬ 
ative strategists who feel 
that anything that is good 
for the NDP — including a 
strong showing against Jim 
Prentice’s Tories in Alberta 
— is also good for Harper. 
But that is true only up to 
a certain point. 

Four years ago, fears 
of a surging NDP drove a 
contingent of Liberal sym¬ 
pathizers into the Con¬ 
servative fold. Those voters 
contributed to making the 
difference between a min¬ 
ority and a majority Harper 
victory. 

Since Trudeau became 
leader, many have returned 
home. The less they fear 
an NDP government, the 
less likely they are to jump 
ship to the Conservatives 
again. 

Moreover, in at least 
some regions of the coun¬ 
try, the wall that the Con¬ 
servatives assume insu¬ 
lates their vote from NDP 
inroads may be less thick 
than they believe.

Feminist. Pro-choice. Pro-gay 
marriage. Catholic. 

For this odd cocktail of 
beliefs, I've often called myself 
a "bad Catholic." I've sat 
uncomfortably in a no man's 
land between the sometimes 
discriminatory and tone-deaf 
doctrine of the church, and 
the faith that I cherish. 

But the wonderfully bull¬ 
headed feminist activist Amer¬ 
ican nuns and central charac¬ 
ters of the new documentary 
Radical Grace have little time 
for shame. Their decades-long 
struggle to drag the Catholic 
Church into modernity is an 
act, in the words of Sister 
Christine Schenk, of "radical 
faithfulness." 

The documentary, which 
had its world premiere at Hot 
Docs in Toronto on Tuesday, 
is a funny, fast-paced window 
into the battle between U.S. 
nuns and conservative ele¬ 
ments of the Catholic Church 
over the past four years. 

The nuns' aggressive pol¬ 
iticking in support of President 
Barack Obama's Affordable 
Care Act — which covered 
family planning — has drawn 
the ire of U.S. bishops. In 
2012, the Vatican condemned 
the nuns for "radical feminist 
themes incompatible with the 
Catholic faith." (If women's 
equality is "radical," Schenk 
quips in the film, "guilty as 
charged.") 

The film asks how these 
women can stay in a faith that 
demeans their work and ques¬ 
tions their spirituality. For that 
matter, how can I? 
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But we are far from alone. In 
the U.S., 60 per cent of Cath¬ 
olics support gay marriage, 
according to Pew Research 
polling from 2014. A 2013 
Ipsos Reid survey found three- 
quarters of Canadian Cath¬ 
olics agree women should be 
ordained as priests, and even 
more said priests should be 
able to marry. 

The late Sister Jean Hughes, 
an affable woman who worked 
with ex-convicts, wonders in 
the film if she's "propping up 
an organization that doesn't 
believe that same things I do." 

Or maybe, as U.S. Bishop 
Thomas Paprocki, appointed 
by the Vatican to oversee the 
U.S. nuns, states in misogyn- 
istic arrogance, "The question 
is: Are you still religious? Are 
you still nuns?" 

I put that question to 
Schenk, but she countered: 
"Who is drawing the lines?" 

"Too many Catholics grew 
up handing over their own 
moral conscience decision¬ 
making to whatever the Father 
said," she told me. "That kept 
them infantile in their faith." 

Even progressive Pope 
Francis — champion of the 
poor and a more open church 
— rejects women's ordination. 

"He doesn't get it with 
women, still," Schenk said. 

Her vision of the future of 
my faith is compelling, but the 
most profound gift of Radical 
Grace is not that. It's these 
women, their humour and 
compassion and their guts, 
corroborating the truth: I do, in 
fact, belong.

Growing up in Germany, Jennifer 
Teege knew little about her bio¬ 
logical family. Her adoption was 
open, so she knew the names 
of her mother and father, and 
was in sporadic contact with her 
mother and grandmother until 
she was seven. But she had httle 
information beyond that. 

It wasn’t until decades later 
as an adult that she happened 
to pull a library book off the 
shelf, with a photo on the cover 
that looked vaguely familiar. The 
book’s title, translated to English, 
was: 1 Have to Love My Father, 
Right?, and was written by her 
biological mother. 

Upon reahzing the book was 
about her family histoiy, Teege 
also shockingly discovered that 
her grandfather was Amon 
Goeth, the Nazi commandant 
who was played by Ralph Fiennes 
in Schindler’s List. 

Metro spoke to Teege about 
her journey of self-discoveiy 
and writing her own recently 
released book, titled My Grand¬ 
father Would Have Shot Me. 

Do you think growing up 
in an adoptive family made 
you more eurious about 


your family history than you 
would have been otherwise? 

1 think in general, when 
you’re adopted, there’s a piece 
missing so you always want 
to find out more. In my case, 

1 was so obviously (adopted) 
because of the colour of my 
sldn; 1 looked different from 
my adoptive family. So there 
was a part of my identity that 1 
needed to explore. 

What was it like finding the 
book, when you diseovered 
this big family seeret? 

It was a twofold shock. First, 

1 had this book in my hand 
about my mother and 1 
hadn’t seen my mother in 
many, many years. Suddenly 
this book was telling (a stoiy 
about) my mother 1 had no 
knowledge about. The second 
shock was actually reading 
the book and learning about 
her, my grandmother and my 
grandfather. 

After finding the book, you 
started researehing and 
even reeonneeted with your 
mother. What prompted you 
to keep dicing? 

That’s my personahty. It was 
impossible for me to stop. 1 
think finding out the truth is 
something someone should 
do. If feehngs come up, you 
can’t just put them in a closet. 
It will haimt you or come back 
to you, like a boomerang. 

What was it lilce reeonneeting 
with your mother? 

It took me a year and a half to 
actually contact my mother 
because in the veiy beginning

1 was angry. Not only did my 
mother never tell me that this 
book existed, 1 wasn’t even in 
it. But over time, 1 realized my 
mother was like this because 
of her past and upbringing. My 
mother suffered from the past 
even more than me because 
my grandfather was her father. 
But 1 think it’s important to 
acknowledge this feeling of 
anger because if you pretend 
it’s not there, it will always 
come back. 

Have you had any memorable 
responses to the book? 

So many. It was important to 


me that the book was pub- 
hshed in Israel and when that 
happened, people received me 
with open arms. 1 got a chance 
to meet with survivors (of the 
Holocaust) and that was a veiy 
important step in my jour¬ 
ney. Also, the book is widely 
talked about in Germany, a 
place where the Holocaust is 
not widely discussed within 
the famihes. But 1 don’t feel 
the need to connect to other 
descendants of perpetrators. 
Deahng with that is veiy indi¬ 
vidual. 1 don’t let (my ancestiy) 
define me. 1 can’t deny it, but 
it’s only one part.

Research says 
chewing gum 
is good for 
getting a song 
outofhead 

Scientists call them earworms 
— the annoying songs that play 
in our heads — and chewing 
gum could be the best way to 
get rid of them, according to 
a team at the University of 
Reading in the U.K. 

Sometimes called tune wedg¬ 
ies, earworms are a form of 
involuntary musical memoiy, 
says lead author Dr. Philip Bea¬ 
man. 

He says chewing gum is simi¬ 
lar to speaking inside your 
head, the latter of which has 
been proven to interfere with 
short-term memoiy and audi¬ 
tory images. 

In the first of three experi¬ 
ments, 44 participants lis¬ 
tened twice to the chorus of 
the song Play Hard by David 
Guetta featuring Flo Rida and 
Akon, approximately the first 
30 seconds. 

They were given no gum, 
and the first time they were 
asked to tiy not to think about 
the music for three minutes 
after hearing it, but the next 
time no such restriction was 
set. 

A computer keyboard was at 
their disposal in both circum¬ 
stances and they were asked 
to press the ‘q’ key each time 
they thought of the song. 

This was repeated with gum 
and participants were asked to 


chew vigorously. 

This time, the ‘q’ key was 
pressed significantly less. 

In the second experiment, 
18 participants saw the same 
conditions with the excep¬ 
tion that they were asked to 
differentiate whether they 
thought of the song itself 
or whether it was actually 


playing in their heads. 

Without the gum the song 
played significantly more times 
in participants’ heads than 
with the gum. 

The song Payphone by Ma¬ 
roon 5 set the tune for the 
third experiment where par¬ 
ticipants were also asked to 
tap repetitively using their 


dominant hand. 

Once again, chewing gum 
proved to be more effective 
at suppressing earworms, al¬ 
though tapping was found 
to be better than doing noth¬ 
ing at all. 

The study was published 
in The Quarterly Journal of 
Experimental Psychology, afp

Karly Vedan was 9 when she first 
noticed stretch marks popping 
on her legs. 

“I grew pretty tall really fast,” 
she said. “They looked really

Well, fast forward more than 
a decade and her lines have lots 
of company. Before giving birth 
a year ago to an adorable son, 
at 35 weeks into her pregnancy, 
lines had taken over her tummy. 

“At first I was just kind of 
scared,” said the 21-year-old Can¬ 
adian student in Edmonton, Alta. 
“It looked so weird, hke 1 had a 
bunch of spider veins all over 
my stomach ... 1 asked my doc¬ 
tor about it and they said those 
are just stretch marks, don’t

worry about it.” 

She heeded that advice and 
was overjoyed a few months 
back when she stumbled on 
an Instagram campaign urging 
other women to do the same. 

The effort that has resonated 
with Vedan and hundreds of 
other women was started about 
seven months ago by moms Alex 
Elle, a writer, and Erika Layne 
Salazar, a photographer. Aptly 
dubbed Love Your Lines, they 
put up an Instagram account of 
that name and spread the word 
for one and all to email them

Love Your Lines has become a 
rally call for body positivity. 

With the promise of anonym¬ 
ity to all who want it, women 
from around the world are 
pouring out their seemingly 
sincerest joys, anxieties and 
despair over their marks, loose 
postpartum bellies and battle 
wounds from valiant fights 
against cancer. 
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photos of their stretch marks 
and how they feel about them, 
especially in relation to today’s 
idealized standards of skinny, 
unmarred perfection. 

Swamped with images, 
they’re still going strong, giv¬ 
ing birth to the popular hashtag 
LoveYourLines used by posters 
showing off their own marks 
on Instagram, Tumbh and else¬ 
where across social media. 

Setting the effort apart from 
other woman power and esteem¬ 
boosting campaigns is the fact 
that Elle and Salazar transform 
each image into high-art black 
and white as a way to avoid dis¬ 
traction from the marks them¬ 
selves and the stories behind 
them. 

“Eor me. Love Your Lines was 
a way to make women feel safe 
about their bodies,” said Elle, in 
Rockville, Md. “We wanted a 
platform where women could 
be themselves. Initially it was 
just going to be a fine art photog¬ 
raphy collection where 1 would 
be interviewing the women 
and Erika would be taking the 
photos. Then it just kind of went 
crazy.” 

Some contributors, like Ve¬ 
dan, have allowed themselves 
to be identified by the posting 
of their traceable Instagram han¬ 
dles. Others, hke a recent name¬ 
less submission, have spoken 
of suicide. 

“No man will love me or 
choose me when there are so 
many beautiful & lovely women 
out there,” wrote one who sub¬ 
mitted a close up of her belly 
and identified herself as a child¬ 
less 24-year-old. “1 will never 
be at peace with my fines. My 
body issues consume me at eveiy 
waking moment.” 

Nearly 300 people, at the ur¬ 
ging of Elle and Salazar in an 
accompanying comment, have 
offered her comments of love 
and encouragement. 

“I feel like we’re coming 
into a time where women are 
starting to accept that they’re 
beautiful, flaws and all. We’re 
so much more alike than we 
think,” said Elle.

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Instant self-test HIV kit 
on sale in Britain 

Britain's first legally-ap¬ 
proved HIV self-testing 
kit went on sale online on 
Monday, promising a re¬ 
sult in just 15 minutes with 
a 99.7 percent accuracy 
rate.

The kit reacts to anti¬ 
bodies — proteins made 
in response to the virus — 
in a drop of the person's 
blood, producing two pur¬ 
ple lines in the event of a 
positive diagnosis.

Obesity in pregnancy may put kids at risk 


Women who are obese while 
pregnant may put their off¬ 
spring at risk of childhood dia¬ 
betes, a condition that requires 
lifelong insulin therapy, Swed¬ 
ish researchers said Tuesday. 

A study of more than 1.2 mil¬ 
lion children born in Sweden 
between 1992 and 2004 and 
monitored for several years, 
found a 33 per cent higher 
risk for the disease among 
children whose mothers were 
obese during the first trimes¬ 
ter of pregnancy, but were not 
diabetic themselves. 


“Maternal overweight and 
obesity in early pregnancy 
were associated with increased 
risk of Type 1 diabetes in the 
offspring of parents without 
diabetes,” a team wrote in Dia- 
betologia, the journal of the 
European Association for the 
Study of Diabetes. 

The highest risk was still 
for children of parents who 
had diabetes themselves, the 
study found. There was no 
additional risk for children of 
mothers who were obese on 
top of having diabetes. 


Type 1 diabetes is usually 
found in children and young 
people — a chronic condition 
caused when the pancreas does 
not produce insulin to control 
blood sugar levels. It requires 
lifelong insulin treatment, and 
constitutes about 10 percent 
of all diabetes cases — though 
the number is growing. 

And the increase “may part¬ 
ly be explained by increasing 
prevalence of maternal over¬ 
weight/obesity,” said the study. 

People with a BMI (body 
weight index, a ratio of weight

Largest reclaimed wetland in the oil sands 


In 2007, Syncrude wanted to transform a 
tailings structure into a thriving wetland. 
The oil sands mining company didn’t 
have a lot of information to draw on. But 
it started out on the ambitious project to 
learn how to design and incorporate peat¬ 
forming wetlands for reclamation in the 
boreal forests of Northern Alberta. 

Syncrude established the interdisciplin¬ 
ary Sandhill Fen Technical Advisory Panel 
to guide work on the Sandhill Fen Research 
Watershed Initiative. The Syncrude initia¬ 
tive developed a watershed on 52 hectares 


of sand-capped soft tailings in part of what 
was once a 60-metre deep mine. 

They planted more than 100,000 trees 
and shrubs as well as 21 different mosses 
on the former mine. All the vegetation was 
selected to mirror the plants that were 
growing in the natural fens in the area. 

Syncrude finished building the water¬ 
shed in 2012. The area will be monitored 
carefully for up to 20 years to track the 
progress of the largest reclaimed wetland 
in the oil sands and the first time a land- 
form was built on oil sands tailings. 


In nature, fen wetlands can take thou¬ 
sands of years to become established. And 
while this project is still in its early years, 
the results have been encouraging. 

Studies indicate that peat transplanted 
from a natural environment is able to grow 
in a newly-constructed area. As well, native 
plants have taken seed and are growing 
all on their own. Furthermore, after a few 
growing seasons, the Sandhill Fen Water¬ 
shed is attracting wildlife back to the area. 

Syncrude worked with dozens of 
researchers and scientists from eight 


universities across North America on the 
project, which is producing a lot of import¬ 
ant information about improving methods 
of reclamation of wetlands. 

The best practices gleaned from Sandhill 
Fen project will help with reclamation 
projects Syncrude and the entire oil sands 
industry. 

The oil sands company is dedicated to 
furthering reclamation research as part of 
its overall commitment to return land dis¬ 
turbed by mining to a productive, biologic¬ 
ally self-sustaining ecosystem.

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Circle T a pioneer in reclamation practices 



The reclamation guidelines for oil and gas 
companies in Alberta used to be based on the 
processes that were required to reclaim agri¬ 
cultural lands. So, 25 years ago, when produ¬ 
cers would reclaim well sites in upland forests, 
they’d end up leaving open meadow behind in¬ 
stead of forest. And when they reclaimed well 
sites in peatlands, they’d leave behind islands 
of upland forests within the wetlands. 

But then Circle T Consulting came along 
and started addressing construction and 
reclamation practices associated with energy 
exploration in boreal Alberta. 

“We investigate and encourage practices 
that are more attuned to the boreal landscape 
and its ecology, whether forest or peatland,” 
says Terry Osko of Circle T Consulting. “That 
results in reduced disturbance impacts and 
more rapid recovery to natural conditions.” 

The company started large-scale upland 
and wetland experiments in 2003 and 2007, 
which have led to science-based recommenda¬ 
tions for industry and government as well as 
improved planning, construction and reclama¬ 
tion best-practices in both upland and wetland 
environments. 

“A number of companies have adopted our 
recommendations in their practices or used 
information from our studies to develop pro¬ 
grams or strategies for land stewardship,” says 
Osko. “We are very proud of this.” Still other 
organizations have incorporated information 
from Circle T Consulting in their research 
projects, and development of programs and 
best practices. 

The Vegreville-based company has also 


developed the collaborative workgroup 
iFROG (industrial Footprint Reduction Op¬ 
tions Group) to reduce the size, intensity and 
duration of industrial disturbance in Northern 
Alberta. 

Over the years. Circle T Consulting has 
worked with a number energy and forestry 


companies, universities and government agen¬ 
cies. Osko is grateful for their “enthusiastic 
participation.”And he’s honoured to be a final¬ 
ist for an Emerald Award. 

“Celebrating environmental achievements 
with a program like the Emerald Awards is in¬ 
credibly meaningful because it showcases how 


extraordinary things are being accomplished 
by otherwise ordinary people,” he says. 

“Life is a gift, as is the abundance of the 
earth’s resources and while re-gifting may be 
a faux pas in some circles, it is entirely what 
stewardship is about when it comes to the 
earth’s resources.” 


Moving the needle 
on carbon footprint 

Mammoet reducing amount of fuel they use 



Mammoet Canada Western Ltd, a heavy 
lifting and transport company, owns and 
operates cranes, large trucks, light vehicles 
and self-propelled modular transporters that 
“move some of the largest loads on the planet 
from the factory to foundation.” And they’re 
also moving the needle on their carbon foot¬ 
print by reducing the amount of fuel they 
use to power their equipment. 

The company has introduced a number 
of initiatives: Engines have been substituted 
with smaller more efficient ones, administra¬ 
tive measures were introduced to reduce the 
amount of unnecessary idling of the engines 
when the equipment is not moving. And 
Mammoet has also invested in integrated 
Auxiliary Power Pack Units, an engineer¬ 
ing solution that has achieved a significant 
reduction in the idling of large equipment 
during Alberta’s long, cold winters. 

“These units allow the engine to be 
turned off while keeping warm the hydraul¬ 
ics, electronics, fuel, engine, batteries and 


operator cab during the cold Alberta winters 
and cooling the operator’s cab in the sum¬ 
mer,” says Klaas Rodenberg, Quality Advisor 
at Mammoet. 

“This not only saves direct fuel costs 
and reduces emissions but also extends the 
intervals between scheduled maintenance of 
the equipment and the associated resources 
such as mechanic time, parts, shop space, oil, 
lubricants and cooling fluids.” 

Another initiative, installing GPS devices 
in all their light vehicles, helped Mam¬ 
moet develop strategies for turning off the 
engines. “In each of the first three months of 
2015 the light vehicle fleet’s idling improved 
over 2014 and the month before,” says Roden¬ 
berg. The company has a goal of drivers 
reducing their idling by 20 per cent in 2015. 

Mammoet’s new facility, which opened 
in September 2014, consumes 50 per cent 
less energy and 80 per cent less water. The 
Edmonton-based firm is committed to 
managing their resources responsibly and 


reducing or eliminating waste. 

“At Mammoet sustainability is more than 
compliance to environmental regulations; 
it is a culture of commitment that balances 
the needs of people, planet, and profit,” says 


Rodenberg. “Being a finalist at the Emerald 
Awards shows all of our employees that 
their efforts and commitment to a sustain¬ 
able workplace is being recognized in the 
industry.

Andres Romero and substi¬ 
tute Jack Mclnemey scored for 
Montreal, which was the first 
Canadian team to reach the final 
after dramatic wins in the quar¬ 
ter-finals over Mexico’s Pachuca 
and Costa Rica’s Alajuelense.
